He visited the court house this morn- 
ing about 9 o'clock and looked over the 
papers in a suit for divorce, which his 
wife instituted October 10. From there 
he went directly to Isbell’s hardware 
| store, where he purchased a revolver. 

There was no interruption in his career 

of crime from the moment his hands 
_\et go of the legal papers in the court 

house until his victims lay.dead in two 
farm houses 6 miles apart. 

"Having secured the weapon he first 
fede his wheel to the Gulick farm, Mr.. 

and Mrs. Joseph Gulick being the first 
vietims. Mr. Gulick was shot twice, 
' once above the heart and once in the 
fight. side, and was instantly killed. 
' Woodin then turned upon his mother in 
law, who was sitting in a rocking chair, 
un. shot _.im..the. threat; She ran 
to the kitchen and fell upon her ‘back. 
ve followed and emptied three 
chambers of his revolver into her breast, 

killing her. A 14-year-old daughter of 
Galick came tn at the sound of the first 
shots, and, seeing the blood on heft moth- 
ers neck, ran to the neighbors and gave: 
the alarm. While running down the 
road she heard the last three shots. 

The murderer then dashed ‘to his moth- 
er’s home, 6 miles away. He rode his 
wheel for 1 mile, then, tearing off his 
coat and throwing it with his bicycle 
into a fence corner, ran a mile and a 
half through the fields. He made the 
last 4-miles on a borrowed horse, Pass- 
ing the time of day with a group of ap- 
ple pickers on his mother’s farm, he en- 
tered the house as though nothing un- 
vsual had happered, and, picking up his 
little girl, carried her into an empty 
room. In a moment a shot rang out, and 
the little girl was dead. Woodin then 
turned the pistol on himself. 

Woodin’'s wife was Miss Anna M. Gu- 
lick, and they were married March 2, 
1. Woodin was a soldier in the Cu- 
bah war. At the jail he refused to talk, 
except to express regret that he failed 
to kill himself. He was laboring under 
the impression that his wife’s parents 
had caused the divorce proceedings,

OLD CREEDS DECLINE. 


Abstention from Church in European 
Countries. 
- Chicago Record-Herald: “I gathered 
from many personal interviews that the 
educated people of Europe have no fur- 
ther use for the 6ld creeds. The educated 
classes of England, Germany and France 
have gotten farther away from the old 
ideas of religion and philosophy than I 


had supposed.”’ 

M. M. Mangasarian gave the above 
statement as the most important result of 
his observations on a trip from which he 
has just returned after lw days of travei. 
He visited many noted philosophers, pro- 
fessors and writers of Europe, his main 
object being to learn the status of tne 
movement of ideas on reiigion and phil- 
osophy. 

Among the distinguished men whom he 
met anu interviewed were rofessor La- 
brioia, of tne University of some; Pro- 
‘tesson terri, colleague of tne gical ilai- 
lan writer, Lomorus0; 4a scnuviluale ol 
wax Noraau, ald several diduligussiicu 
wermanhs, trulepsor cascaieu, Of tue UNi- 
versily Of cudsis, Au Maly seaucts in 
A badllivee ; 

in sngland Dr. Mangasarian was made

“One Englishman told me that a church 
where the admission is free and a music 
hall where there is a heavy -charge stand 
side by side, on Regent street, and that 
the music-hail is packed every Sunday, 
while the church is always empty. 

“A rationalistic press has been estab- 
lished in England. Emile Zola and John 
Morley are directors. Spencer is also on 
the committee. This press recently pub- 
lished one of Huxley’s essays, and 20,000 
copies were sold in three weeks. That de- 
mand indicates the spread of the néw re- 
ligion, of which the central theme is that 
heaven is here, that religion is in charac- 
ter, in making the best and most of the 
present life, and frankly acknowledging 
that the future is an open question.” 

An Armenian by birth, Dr. Mangasa- 
rian brings from the Armenian patriarch, 
who is the head of the Christian church 
among the Armenians, a message to Ar- 
menians in America. It is a request that 
they pre gee nee revolutionary denuncia- 
tions of the sultan’s government. This 
comes with special force from Dr. Man- 
gasarian, because he made public ad- 
dresses at the time of the terrible Arme- 
nian massacres, declarations which 
caused Armenians, when they met him at 
Constantinople, to talk with him in 
whispers. 

He explained the situation as follows: 

“The sultan has told the patriarch that 
if the Armenian revolution is discontin- 
ued he will grant the Armenian reforms 
demanded, namely, protection from the 
Kurds, who are continually robbing the 
Armenian farms and carrying away the 
Armenian girls. 

“The patriarch told me that the revolu- 
tionists are a band of men who go about 
stirring up outrages against the govern- 
ment, which cause the massacres. Of 
course it is right to denounce the mas- 
sacres. The patriarch told me I was 
right in that. And the patriarch sent. his 
thanks to the Armenians in America for 
their financial assistance. But he said the 
sultan’s government thinks that he and 
other Armenians are stirring up their 
American and European Armenian friends 
to attacks on his government; therefore 
he urges them to desist.’’ 

It was at the risk of his liberty that 
Dr. Mangasarian started for Constanti- 
nople.on leaving Chicago May 28. He went 
to see his aged father, an Armenian mer- 
é¢hant in Constantinople, who was then 
dangerously ill, On account of-an edict 
which had gone forth from the sultan 
against all Armenians oytside of Turkey, 

Mangasarian could not get Charles 
Henrotin, consul for Turkey in Chicago, 
or the .consul apt Venice in Italy to vise 
his passport. t on boarding a ship at 
Trieste bound for Constantinople he ‘sent 
a telegram to his fat 

en he reached Constantinople -he 
‘Was arrested because his passport was 
not signed. But on going “upstairs’’— 
‘that is, to the office of the superior port 
officer—he was welcomed. Through the 
ftfftience of his father the prefect of po- 
lice: in the sultan’s cabinet had sent a 
paneer admitting him. Dr. Mangasarian 
‘promised his father to return next sum- 
‘mer, and an influential pasha, who gave 
him two interviews, promised to provide 
him with a passpo 

“Politically I found that the Germans 
are the most favored peonla in Turkev.”’ 
said Dr. Marngasarian. English 
used to be.

opened today without any of the usual 
formalities, the house proceeding imme- 
diately to the business of the day. 

Owing to the controversial character of 
the education bill, and the unbending de- 
termination of th sides, the session 
promises to be the occgsion of the most 
serious party struggles witnessed in the 
house of commons since the last liberal 
g0vernment retired from office. Seven 
hundred and fifty amendments to the ed- 
ucation bill await consideration, of which 
number 688 have been proposed by the 
liberals. 

The sitting opened with a turbulent de- 
bate. Premier Balfour moved that the 
remainder of the session be entirely de- 
voted to government business, which he 
explained would consist mainly of the 
discussion of the education and London 
water bills, while the Indian budgets, the 
Uganda railroad, the sugar bounties and 
the supply vote would enable the proced- 
ure to be carried out. The Transvaal, he 
added, would also require attention. 

James Bryce, leading the liberals in the 
absence of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
mann, made a mild protest, and then 
came a storm. 

Irishmen Protest. 

Patrick O’Brien, sitting in the place us- 
ually occupied by John Redmond, the 
Irish leader in the house, asked that at 
least a day between now and Christmas 
be devoted to the discussion of the serious 
state of affairs in Ireland. 

Mr. Balfour replied that if the request 
for such an opportunity came from the 
liberal leaders, the government would 
grant it, but they could not notice it from 
the Irish party. 

William O’Brien thereupon made an im- 
passioned speech, warning the house that 
Ireland was on the verge:of revolt. The 
constitution, he said, was practically sus- 
pended and now the members’ were 
gagged in the only parliament they had. 

Throughout Mr. O’Brien’s remarks the 
Irish members kept up a perfect storm of 
applause. When Mr. Wyndham, the chief 
secretary for Ireland, entered the house 
the Irish members hissed him loudly and 
the speaker, who was frequently on his 
feet asking for order, sternly repressed 
the demonstration. 

Mr. Lioyd-George, backed up by Irish 
members, and T. P. O’Connor, brought 
the excitement to a fever heat, bitterly 
upbraiding Mr. Balfour for declaring 
that Irish matters must only be dis- 
cussed by favor of the English liberals. 

Only after a heated colloquy with the 
speaker was Mr. O’Connor prevented 
from voicing abuse of Mr. Wyndham and 
a description of the alarming state of 
Ireland, which the other nationalist mem- 
bers had not touched -upon. 

During the afternoon the speaker’s rul- 
ing raised renewed clamor from the Irish 
benches. 

“Members of the house of lords, as spec- 
tators, crowded into the house of com- 
mons, in expectation of a scene, for the 
threats from the Irish benches became 
more audible.

“TI rise to speak as a native of Uganda,” 
and then, in a speech which on all sides 
was characterized as one of the finest sa- 
tires ever heard in the house of commons, 
Mr. Healy, always as a Ugandan, thank- 
ed the premier for his consideration, 
which enabled the imperial parliament to 
devote time to the discussion of native af- 
fairs. He complimented *Mr. Balfour on 
being able to sufficiently detach himself 
SO as to be oblivious of the vital disturb- 
ances prevailing in “that distant and dis- 
tressful country, Ireland.” 

In this vein, which irresistibly held the 
attention of the house, and which caused 
Mr. Balfour himself frequent amusement, 
Mr. Healy completed what a unionist 
member defined as one of the “finest sa- 
tirical indictments” the government had 
ever undergone. 

Other natjonalist members continued the 
debate fiercely, declaring that Irish af- 
fairs were at present more important to 
England than any of the matters men- 
tioned in Mr. Balfour’s programme. 

William Redmond regretted that the 
Irish people could not with arms in their 
hands strike a blow against the violent 
tyranny to which they were subjected. 
The, present action of the government, 
he declared, afforded a reason why the 
Irish members would take the first oppor- 
aw of hurling the ministers from of- 

ce. 

Ultimately Mr. Balfour moved the clos- 
ure and the uproar broke out again with 
renewed vigor. John O'Donnell stood up 
and refused to give way to the speaker. 
His fellow nationalists shouted encour- 
agement and cheered vigorously. The 
speaker repeatedly warned Mr. O’Donnell 
that he was out of order and an exciting 
scene followed. 


Shook Fist at Balfour. 


Mr. Balfour moved the suspension of 
Mr. O’Donnell and the latter crossed the 
floor, stood in front of the premier, shout- 
ed defiance ahd shook his fist in Mr. 
Balfour’s face.’ The house suspended Mr. 
O’Donnell by a vote of 341 to 51. 

Mr. Balfour smiled quietly as the Irish 
member shouted and gesticulated, and 
other members of the cabinet, fearing 
that Mr. O'Donnell would actually as- 
sault the premier, moved towards him, 
but Mr. O'Donnell, having concluded 
what he had to say, returned to his seat, 
and then left the house.

VOLCANIC DUST 
OVER ISLANDS 


La Soufriere in Eruption and 
Terror Reigns in the Les- 
ser Antilles, 


Kingstown, St. Vincent, October 16.—A 
terrific eruption of the Soufriere volcaio 
commenced last night. 

During the preceding day (Tuesday) 
earth tremors apparently too slight to be 
considered important were experienced 
in the central and northern parts of the 
island. . 

At 8 o’clock last night there were in- 
dubitable indications of an _ eruption. 
Rumbling noises were heard and they 
increased until 9 o’clock, when the roar- 
ing volcanic giant belched out its dead- 
ly contents. This eruption was followed 
by a brief lull. Then, from 10 o’clock 
until near 4 o’clock this morning, the 
upheaval continued. The outbreak was 
accompanied by an incessant and con- 
fused cannonading. There were incan- 
descent clouds and sparkling matter was 
ejected. After 4 o’clock the disturbance 
gradually decreased, but the noise of the 
boiling caldron is still audible in-the dis- 
trictg near the volcano. 

Both craters of the Soufriere were ap- 
parently active; tHey have been steam- 
ing all day long. Sand fell heavily 
everywhere from half past 1 until half 
past 2 this morning. At southern points 
the sand is half an inch deep, the depth 
gradually increasing toward the_ vol- 
canic cone, where there were showers 
of large stones, pebbles and cinders. 

Kingstown and other southern points 
of the island have not been damaged. 
Reports from the windward district are 
awaited, | 

The sand ejected during this eruption 
has a stronger sulphurous odor than any 
previously thrown out, and one super- 
ficial square foot of it weighs exactly 


one pound.

ber 16.—Volcanic dust from the Soufriere 
volcano on the island of St. Vincent Is 
falling here and has caused a stoppagc 


of business. The shop keepers are clos-

There were two earthquakes yesterday 
at Les Se2intes islands, off the Southern 
end of Guadeloupe, and at Marie Galante 
island, south-southeast of Gaudeloupe. 


SENATOR MORGAN’S DAUGHTER 


Charged That Governor Has Misap- 
propriated the Relief Fund Con- ~ 
tributed by Americans and 
Left Sufferers To 
Perish. 


Kingstown, St. Vincent, October 16.— 
The public meeting held here today to 
discuss alleged misgovernment and mal- 
administartion of relief funds was both 
enthusiastic and orderly. Thousands of 
persons of all classes, including Carib 
Indians and other sufferers from the re- 
ceht volcanic eruptions, were present 
The Rev. W. Newlands occupied the 
chair. The following resolution was 
unanimously carried: 


‘‘Whereas, by the eruption of May 7th 
a large area of cultivated land was de- 
vastated and thousands of people were 
rendereq homeless and destitute; and 
abundant supplies and large sums of 
money were contributed, fully sufficient 
to relieve the distress and reestablish the 
industries; and 

‘“‘Whereas, under the pretense of there 
being no land available or obtainable at 
reasonable rates, a large number of suf- 
ferers after the lapse of five months, 
have not been provided with homes or 
lands and the governor of the Windward 
islands insists they shall emigrate to 
Jamaica under the following threat con- 
tained in a published minute to the ad- 
ministrator of St. Vincent, dated Septem- 
ber 24, ‘you should make them clearly 
understand that if they refuse this op- 
portunity no more relief will be given 
them;’ and 

‘Whereas. it is a matter of public 
notoriety, that while many of these peo- 
ple have been starving, large quantities 
of these supplies contributed by the 
American government for relief have 
been gradually shipped from the colonies, 
and other supplies He rotting in store 
rooms; ‘and : 

‘“‘Whereas, notwithstanding the gover- 
nor’s statement to the contrary, there 
are suitable lands available upon which 
to settle the. people; be: it, therefore, 

‘Resolved, That this meeting protest 
against the compulsory emigration 
scheme contained in the governor’s min- 
utes to the administrator as a monstrous 
violation of the rights and liberties of 
these loyal subjects of King Edward 
and as an inequitable attempt to deprive 
them of their rightful share in help. from 
the relief fund, thereby frustratirg the 
intentions of the generous contributors 
of this fund. This mee#tng’ flatly con- 
tradicts the governor’s statement in--the 
minute above referred to, namely, that 
‘the goverrment cannot find homes for 
these people.” The government is hold- 
ing in trust for these people a very large 
sum of money sufficient not only to’‘ac- 
quire the lands necessary, but to assist 
tas the industries’ of the colony; 

“Resolved. That this meeting hereby 


for the colonies (Jes: Chamberlain) to 
intervene between ‘these neople and the 
obstinate, cruel and ‘arbitrary policy of 
the governor of the ‘isfands. and to di- 
reot that the sufferérs be located in their 
yen and hemeg without further

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CONFEDERATE MONUMENT 
AT LAGRANGE COMPLETED| 


; AAA BAD RRR PR RES Hey 


Will Be Unveiled During State Convention of 
Daughters of the Confederacy on Octoter 30. 
Beautiful Work of* Art. 


LaGrange, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
The work on the confederate monument, 
erected by the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, was finished today, and will be un- 
veiled two weeks from today, October 30, 
during the state convention of that or- 
ganization, which will be in session in 
this city at that time. 

The address of the occasion will be 
made by General C. A. Evans, under 
whom two of Troup county’s companies 
fought. 

The base, die, ete., are of Georgia gran- 
ite, and the statue is of Italian marble, 
The monument is about 27 feet high, cost 
about $1,600, and is erected on the south- 
east corner of the square, facing south. 

On the first base, on the south side, is 
an inscription, ‘‘In our hearts they per- 
ish not.” On the second base, “Our 
Confederate Dead.’”” On the die is a con- 
federate flag and cannon balls. Above 
this a monogram, “C. 8. A.,” and cross 
swords. On the next section is ‘1861- 
1865."" On the east side is ‘‘Lest We For- 
get.”” On the west side is ‘‘Erected by 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy 
to the memory of our confederate sol- 
diers, those who fought and died and 
those who fought and lived.” 

Above all is the statue of white marble, 
a 6-foot southerner, the admiration of all 
who have seen it. 

To no one is due mose credit than to 
Mrs. A. V. Heard, an unreconstructed

The Luck of Syracuse.

E. Seybold, a Syracuse collector, who 
has come into possession of a specimen 
of a rare twelve-pence black stamp of 
Canada. It is on the original envelope, 
and it is believed, according to The Utica 
Herald-Dispatch, to be the only one ex- 
fant in that form. Canada issued its 
first postage stamps in 1851. They were 
@ three-pence red; a six-pence violet and 
@ twelve pence black. They were print- 
ed on “laid paper’ by Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch & Edison of New York, who alsv 
printed the first issue of United States 
stamps in 1847. In 1852 another issue was 
printed on ordinary wove paper. The 
twelve-pence stamp is very rare, that of 
the 1852 issue—of which the one in the 
possession of Mr. Seybold is evidently a 
specimen, as the envelope bears date 
of Hamilton, Ontario, December 9, 1853— 
the scarcest. It is valued at $600 
Or more. At the time it was issued the 
ge to England and the West Indies 
r first class mail matter was twelve- 
pence, but as the Canadian currency was 
ata discount, most of the stamps of this 
denomination went to the West Indies, 
Where about all of them were destroyed, 
as there were few, if any, collectors 
there. From June 4, 1851, to December 
41854, there were in all only 1,510 twelve- 
Pence stamps put into circulation, the 
rest being withdriwn and destroyed by 
the Canadian government. Not over thir- 
ty-five of them are now in existence, and 
Many claim that there are only thirteen. 
A pair sold recently in Boston for $1,300.

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COAL AT BOTTOM OF RIVER. 


Hundred and Fifty Thousand Bush- 
els Lost at Catlettsburg. 


Catlettsburg, Ky., October 16.—One 
hundred and fifty thousand bushels of 
coal, a portion of the cargo of the ad- 
vance guard of the coal fleet bound 
from Pittsburg .to the south, were sunk 
in the Ohio river near here early this 
morning as a result of a collision of the 
tow boat Fred Wilson with a dike 2 
miles above this city. In addition to the 
cecal lost, eleven barges were sunk, while 
a number which were cut loose and 
ficated down the river were secured only 
after a hard struggle. 

The fleet, led by the tow boat Gleaner, 
with twelve barges, and’ the tow boat 
Fred Wilson with twenty-two, had 
reached the twelve pole’ dike 2 miles 
above the city when the Fred Wilson 
missed the channel and her front barges, 
swinging around, struck the end of the 
dike, becoming immediately submerged. 
On account of the size of the tows 
there was great difficulty in managing 
the boats and in the confusion. of the 
next few moments’ eleven barges were 
sunk, eight of them going down in 
the channel. At the same time the rest 
of the barges of the Gleaner and the 
Wilson broke loose and started to float 
down the river. The crews of both boats, 
after repeated efforts, succeeded in pick- 
ing up the scattered barges, but it is 
feared that a large portion of the coal 
which was sunk will be lost.

OPERATION OF PARTIES 
UPON RACIAL LINES 


Says There Is No Good Keason Why 
Republican Party in South 
Should Be All White—Every 
Reason Why It Should 
Not Be All Black. 


“Charleston, 8S. C., October 16—In view 
of the action of the republican party in 
Alabama and North Carolina upon the 
negro question, and the holding of re- 
publican conventions this week in the 
congressional] districts in this state, Cap- 
tain John G. Capers, United States dis- 
trict attorney and republican national 
committeeman for South Carolina, was 
asked today what was the position of 
the republican party in this state upon 
the negro question. He said: 

“The organization and operation of po- 
litical parties upon purely racial classifi- 
cation is, to my mind, wholly inconsistent 
with the spirit of our government, re- 
quiring, as our government does, well 
defined duties and responsibilities from 
all of its citizens.” In the exercise of cit- 
izenship, when the negro asserts a right, 
and demonstrates that it rests upon in- 
telligence and character, rather than up- 
on race prejudice.or fancied and un- 
earned distinction, his rights should be 
respected as an American citizen re 
gardless of his color, 

“In politics the negro trouble in. the 
south comes, in a large measure, from 
the advice he receives from his northern 
ecolored-brother, who ruin the effect of a 
protest against a white man’s party in 
the south by a practical demand for a 
black man’s party. There is no good 
reason why the republican party in the 
south should be all white, and there is 
every reason why it should not be all 
black,”’

The Unique City of Dalny. 

Municipal Journal: At present there is 
being founded on the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean in Siberia the RuSsian city of Dal- 
ny. 
the new Siberian and Manchurian Rail- 
way, and its site has heretofore been 
known as Taiienwan. 

The unique thing about this city 1s that 
it begins its municipa] life with all mod- 
ern improvements. There are piers of 
stone and cement; a large breakwater, 
with no ships to seek refuge behind it. 
The streets are graded and paved, al- 
though there is no traffic for them as 
yet. The different quarters of the town 
have been laid out, space provided for 
parks, schools, churches, &c. Ganiners 
are already beautifying the parks. Elec- 
tric lights anil electric railways are al- 
ready in operation. As yet not a foot of 
land ha: been sold although over $6,000,000 
have been expended for improvements 
and public buildings. The population now 
exceeds 50,000, 23,000 of which are employed 
in building tre railroad, which is to be 
owned by the Russian government. 

It is calculated that the city will -cost 
$18,000,000 before the present plans are 
completed. It is provided that when lands 
are sold taxation will begin, and the city’s 
government will be placed in the hands of 
a council, elected Py the taxpayers, of 
which two members must be Russian 
subjects and not more than two Chinese 
or Japanese. The port will be an abso- 
lutely free one, as the government wishes 
to encourage trade.

The appointment by President 
Roosevelt of the commission to recom- 
mend terms of adjustment that will 
settle the coal strike in Pennsylvania 
presages an agreement between the 
operators and miners that will proba- 
bly continue in effect for years. . It is 
sincerely to be desired that such an 
arrangement should be perfected and 
that a repetition of the events and 
desperate exigencies of the present 
strike should not be soon repeated. 

The president’s part in reaching this 
commission stage of the conflict has 
been evidently dictated by an honest 
desire to serve the public interest. 
He recognized the perils of the case, 
both to public order and to the popu- 
lar necessities in the face of approach- 
ing winter and we are frank to believe 
that he has labored to end the strike 
without partisan motive or a prime de- 
sire to safeguard his party’s interests. 
In the successful issue of the negotia- 
tions he initiated will come the vindi- 
cation of his action and gratitude for 
his patriotic performance. 

The commission appears to have 
been judiciously and fairly constituted. 
It contains men who can scarcely af- 
ford to avail themselves of their func- 
tions to play politics. They are such 
citizens as may be fairly trusted to 
deal with the details of the problem 
with acute honesty and a devotion to 
the rights of the operators, the strik- 
ers and the public that will be self- 
evident and above criticism. 

The operators are to be commended 
on their part for yielding their first 
resistance to all peacemaking over- 
tures and coming to a serious under- 
standing that the public sentiment of 
the country would surely find a way 
to overcome their defiance. The pow- 
er of wealth and combination is often 
mistakenly pronounced irresistible, 


but the power of an aroused and out- 
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raged nation becomes, as against such 
allies even, as the voice of God and 
the wrath of His omnipotence. The 
coal barons have been prudent slowly, 
but not too late to save much they 
were in danger of losing. 

The miners can hardly object to the 
personnel of the commission. They 
are experts in all the factors of intel- 
ligence demanded for a just settlement 
of their interests that were at stake 
in the strike. A survey of the array 
of commissioners rather suggests that 
the miners have the better of the Op- 
erators in the known principles for 
Which the majority of the members 
have stood in the past. 

It remains to be hoped that the 
work of formulating a treaty of peace 
and cooperaion between the operators 
and miners will be speedily accom- 
plished. The common people want re- 
lief from apprehension of suffering for 
lack of fuel and the country at large 
wishes to pass from the foreshot shad- 
Ow of riot and anarchy. Therefore 
will the nation rejoice when the peace- 
ful verdict is reached and the march 
of progress resumed. 
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If “blessed is the peacemaker” our 
confrere of The Birmingham News 
Colonel Rufus N. Rhodes, js clearly one 
of the elect. He initiated and by his 
conservative counsels brought to pass 
the amicable settlement of the miners’ 
strike in the Birmingham district. By 
this act of patriotism and just persua- 
Sion he averted an impending calamity 
upon the whole southern country, and 
for it deserves the sincerest gratitude 
of his immediate fellow-citizens and a 
million surrounding people who other- 
wise might have been put by a prolonga- 
tion of the strike in serious jeopardies. 
Hats off, brethren, to. this wise ana 
statesmanlike journalist! _

battalion since. 

Il was very much grieved to see an announce- 
mert of the death of one of my old company 
(D) not long since in The Constitution. I al- 
lude to C. K. Reaves, who died in Texas. A 
braver boy than Charley Reaves never firei 
a muskat, and while he was. brave be was 
also tender and kind and there was no bet- 
ter soldier in the army. I never knew Char- 
ley till some time in July, 1862, when, ope 
Tupelo, Miss., our company -was organized by 
taking two or more men from each company 
in the brigade, which, I think, was compused 
of the Seventeenth, Eighteenth and Twen'y- 
fourth Alabama and Fifth Georgia regiments. 
The last was composed of thirteen companics, 
three of which were afterwards detached ane 
joined to our company (D) and made the Sec- 
ond Georzia battalion sharpshooters. We were 
all young then, many of us just from the 
school recom, and although we were strangers 
to each other, many of the strongest ties of 
friendship were formed from this reunion, 
which death alone can cever. Though I have 
seerr none of them since the war, not a day 
has passed since that memorable day at Jon2s- 
toro that I have not thought of some of those 
old Georgia boys that were so intimately ene 
cated with me from July, 1862, to August, 
1864, when the fortune of - battle separated 
us for all :imo to come. There was one with 
wbom I was especialy intimate for & few 
weeks after we were captured. May I yor 
you about him and the cause of our intimacy, 
It so, I must fight over @ part of the Jones- 

iro battle. 
tel (Gist’s) brigade was on the extreme 
right of the line of battle. Our battalion on 
the lef: of the brigade and company D on the 
left of the battalion and the left of our com- 
pany rested on the railroad which hugged 
arcund @ hill. The railroad was runing north 
and south where our line touched it, but began 
ts eurve to the northeast just in front of us 
We were on the east side of the road and on 
our side there was quite 4 steep bluff down 
to the railroad track, which to some extent 
followed a Httle depression oF hollow which 
caused the curve in the road mentioned above. 

General Govan’s Arkansas brigade touched 
the railroad on the west and his line extend- 
ed out at right angles from the road, and 
it seemed to me that the enemy concentrated 
all their forces against this brigade of Ar- 
kansas heroes. From our position, which was 
elevated, we could see column after column of 
federals charge down the slope to fall upon 
these Arkansas boys, but they came only 19 
be repulsed. Not more than half of our 
company could give them any help, for, owing 
to the nature of the hill or ridge, the rest of 
the battalion and brigade could see nothing 
of what was being done. As the enemy’s col- 
umns would charge down the hill across the 
railroad and also the hollow their left would 
strike the railroad above the curve and, it be- 
ing difficult to scale the bluff, they wouid 
incline to their right. At first these came 
out in plain view of us, but when we fired 
into them a round or two they concludei it 
vas not a healthy place, se they remained 
behind the curve during the rest of the fight. 

Now while times were hottest a large and 
beautiful United States banner came in view 
not more than 60 yards from wus, and about 
the time it came in sight a gentle breeze 
came sweeping over the battle fleld and blew 
cut ths silken folds of this banner and dis- 
played ths majestic eagle, which was so skiil- 
fully stamped thereon in pure gold. Its bearer 
was evidently a brave man. He saw us and 
waved his banner at us. “Shoot him, down,”’ 
exclaimed a dozen voices, for it seemed no 
One was ready to shoot just at that instant, 
but in two or three seconds six or eight of us 
weré ready, and as I raised my rifle and 
gianced along its bright barrel the reflection 
of that golden eagle glistened before my eyes 
and I could bardly shoot, but I did, and five 


others all at once, and the brave fellow feil. 


and his proud banner lay in the dust, but 
not for long, for another brave fellow proudly 
raised it to the breeze, but he, too, fell, and 
this was repeated several times; every ma 
that took it up let it fall with his hfe wniil 
Oid Glory lay in the dust with none whos 
dared to touch it, for our rifles were true, 
with men behind them that knew how to use 
them. Each man that took up the flag carried 
it a little nearer to us. They seemed to pay 
but Httle atention to us. All their enerzies 
were enlisted against General Govan, but about 
half of old company D were giving them 
all the attention we could. We did not waat 
them to go back home and say we slighted 
trem. Now, when this beautiful banner last 
fell it was not more than 35 yards from us, 
And just about the time it fell the last time 
our adjutant, Charley Roberts, came up from 
the right of the battle, and seeing the ban- 
ner fall and not knowing how things were, ex- 
claimed: ‘Hold up, boys, I’m bound to have 
that banner,’’ and started to slide down the 
bluff to the railroad track. ‘Stop, Chari<y; 
there are five hundred yanks right round the 
curve,’’ said I, but the din of battle drowned 
my words and he could not understand, and 
as he slid down the bank I said, ‘‘Goodby, 
Chariey, I never expect to see you again,’’ 
fcr I well knew that the railroad track was 
full of the enemy and nearer to the flag than 
we were, but Charley did not. know this. 1La:- 
tle did I think then that Charley and I wold 
s.cep under the same bianket that night and 
for several weeks afterwards. 

Yes, they took Charley in out of the wet 
and later on they got me, and I was marched 
to Atlanta under the beautiful banner that 
Charley gave up his freedom trying to cap- 
ture. 

They kept us in Atlanta two or three weeks, 
then as long in Chattanooga.. Before we left 


Chattanooga the weather began to get quite. 


cold, and Charley, having nothing at all to 
slecp wnrder, I having a fair of large bed 
bianketa, offered to share them with him. An 
exchange of a few hundred prisoners was ar- 
ranged, while.we were at Chattanooga, and 
my name being near the top of the alphabe: 
I was called for exchange, but wishing to give 
dear old Charley Roberts the benefit of :ny 
Elankets I had slipped in among the officers 
end knew naocthing of the exchange till too 
late. 

I have heard nothing from Charley since we 
parted at Chattanooga, but would like much 
to hear. If he is alive there is no man I 
would rather see. Will not some one wio 
krows him tell me if he is alive?

HAZING IS DEAD 
AT WEST POINT 


Only One Case During the 
Year According to Colonel 
Mills. 


Washington, October 16.—Colonel A. L. 
Mills, superintendent of the United States 
military academy, in his annual report 
to the secretary of war, makes the fol- 
lowing reference to hazing: 

“During the year there has been no re- 
laxation of proper efforts to make per- 
manent the reforms already accomplished 
bearing on the treatment accorded new 
cadets by their older comrades. The reg- 
ulations governing the subject have been 
carefully enforced, and with but a single 
exception that is worthy of note, cadets 
have shown a soldierly regard for their 
obligations in the matter.

Attorney 
Eugene R. Black represents the execu- 
tor and Attorney W. T. Moyers repre- 
sents the caveators. 

McWilliams Sues for $10,000. 

George W. McWilliams yesterday 
brought suit against the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company for $10,000 
damages for injuries received on October 
6 in the street car accident at the corner 
of Decatur and Grant streets. 

The plaintiff asserts that he was badly 
hurt, being thrown on his head, shoulder, 
back and arm.

Philadelphia, Pa., October 16.—Chowfa 
Maha Vajiravudh, crown prince of Siam, 
arrived here today as the guest of Wil- 


Mam Potter, formerly minister to Italy. 


Accompanying the prince is his brother, 
Prince Chakrabongse, and their aids de 
camp. Mr. Potter met the prince at the 
railroad station, and drove with his guest 
to his home at Chestnut Hill, a suburb of 
this city. 

At 6:30 o’clock this evening the crown 
prince and his brother held an informal 
reception for the representatives of Phil- 
adelphia newspapers, who called on him. 
The crown prince said he wished the 
American newspapers would use larger 
type.

FROST WAS NOT A FACTOR 


Cotton Closed Steady 1 to 4 Points 
Lower—Stocks at the Close Were 
Lifted to the Best, and 
Were Very Active

New York, October 16.—The cotton market 
opened steady with prices 2 to 4 points higher 
on demand from smaller room shorts and on 
some foreign purchases, these buyers being 
influenced by the news of the coal strike 
settiement and the firmer ruling of the Eng- 
lish market. Relatively light receipts at 
the ports and unfavorable news from Fall 
River in -reference to the spot print cloths 
also exerted some influence. But it was 
e0on apparent to al] that the commission 
houses were almost destitute of buying or- 
ders and that the bear faction intended mak- 
ing a fresh attack upon the winter months, 
giving the excellent weather conditions as 
the prompting factor. The private crop re- 
ports also were more favorable than in some 
time, many indicating promise of mature- 
ment of late cotton. Light frost was given 
on the chart for the north central belt, 
the dispatches from that quarter stating no 
harm had been done to cotton as the forma- 
tion had been limited almost entirely to the 
higher ground, where there were few fields. 
Prices worked quite steadily lower during 
the rest of the forenoon, with liquidation 
quite active. Soon after midday January 
sank to 8.48 and May to 8.28, from which 
there was a rally near the close on profit 
taking by room 2 Fag Wall street came to 
the front as a uyer of the January option 
in the last fifte minutes, and European de- 
mand was something of a feature. The 
south sold along conservative lines.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October 16.—The formal announce- 
ment that the coal miners’ reprezentatives 
had agreed to submit their differences with 
the coal operators to a board of arbitration 
appointed by President Roosevelt removed any 
lingering doubts that existed in Wall strect 
as to a possible hitch in the efforts to bring 
abovt a satisfactory solution of the matie. 
With the removal of this long deterrent factor 
as a market influence speculators began to en- 
joy the beneficial effects of good general busi- 
ness. News from the anthracite region indicai- 
ing that the miners were in jubilant spirits 
over the prospects of speedily returning to 
work was grected with great satisfaction, as 
was the statement that the mine operators 
were making preparations to resume work on a 
large scale. Advices from abroad that the 
situation was viewed there with great cheer- 


Iness intensified the optimistic feeling, and 
oe was general heavy buying. London oi- 
lowed its satisfaction over the outcome bv 
creating a strong and active market for Ameri- 
can securities there and. supplemented it 
with some large buying orders here. Prices 
opened with a rush upward and huge blocks 
of stocks were bought at rising prices. The 
opening in the coal railroads was firm and 
there were 6,000 shares of Pennsylvania pur- 
chased on e fractional spread. Initial gains 
were well over a point throughout the active 
list, and efter a temporary setback the rise 
was renewed with vigor and advances of 2 and 
3 points became numerous. The buying move- 
‘rent embraced all of the usual favorites, and 
at times was heevily centered {n various 
groups, particularly in the Pennsylvani:r 
group. The pronounced strength cf the markct 
brougtt out the usual crop of rumors regard- 
ing special stocks, particularly Norfolk and 
Western, which aitvanced over 6 points to 80 
on reports of an increased dividend.

Joint Agency Working Well. 

The joint agency which is being main- 
tained Atlanta by the Atlanta ter- 
minal lines during the Southern Inter- 
State fair is working. well. The clerks 
in the office are all experienced joint 
agency men and very few scalped tickets 
get by them. 

During the last few days a large num- 
ber of tickets have been taken up at 
the agency on account of being present- 
ed by persons other than the original 
purchasers. The clerks are on to all the 
games used to avoid the contract on the 
ticket, and readily recognize a ticket 
that has been tampered with in any 
particular, 

A batch of the tickets seen in a local 
railroad office yesterday displays a num- 
ber of interesting facts concerning the 


methods used by those wishing to dis- 
pose of their tickets. 

The railroads claim that a person sign- 
ing a ticket bought by another is guilty 
of forgery, and whenever the clerks at 
the agency have reason to suspect that 
a ticket bears a spurious signature they 
immediately take it up. Many of the 
names signed are very simple, such as 
“J. Nix,”’ “T. Man,” “L. Smith,” and are 
therefore easily reproduced. The clerks 
always watch a ticket bearing a signa- 
ture like this. 

Another scheme worked by people 
wishing to sell their tickets is to sign 
Some unintelligible name, so that the 
man attempting to get the ticket vised 
for return passage will know as much 
about it as the purchaser. Several tickets 
have been taken from people who could 
not tell what the name on the ticket was. 

Many of the tickets taken up show 
that the original signature has been 
taken out with an erasing fluid and a 
new one substituted. Sometimes this op- 
eration is done very skillfully, but usual- 
ly the fluid used either turns the paper 
white or else takes off the glaze, which 
in either case gives the change away at 
once. 

The roads claim the right to prosecute 
any One signing a ticket other than his 
own, but very few cases are ever mado, 
since the original purchaser is usually 
party to the act and in consequence is 
very loth to testify in the matter.
